Measles  and  '.'.hooping  Cough  are  not  notifiable  diseases. 

The  former  has  been  very  prevalent  in  Bradshaw,  Bromley  Cross 
and  Toppings  during  the  last  month  of  the  '-ear,  and  three 
deaths  have  been  registered;  whilst  the  latter,  Whooping 
Cough,  has  been  more  or  less  prevalent  during  the  whole  year, 
but  only  one  fatal  result  has  been  recorded. 

The  measures  adopted  with  the  object  of  checking  the 
spread  of  infection  have  been,  home  isolation,  disinfection  and 
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fumigation  of  clothing  and  rooms  occupied .  Tn  the  absence  of 
an;r  form  of  hospital  accommodation  It  is  almost  impossible  to 
effectively  limit  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases. 

T  brought  under  your  notice  the  unsatisfactory  condition 
of  the  TOter  supply  of  Pimple  and  the  higher  portion  of  Ngerton 
It  is  satisfactory  to  observe  evidences  that  your  Council  have 
seen  able  to  secure  an  adequate  and  "wholesome  supply  of  vater 
to  these  portions  of  the  district,  in  the  works  which  are  now 
in  progress. 


I  won! 'i  recommend  t»hat  every  possible  endeavour  be  nadi 
to  replace  the  present  ashpit  closet  accommodation  by 
approved  and  more  sanitary  system t  nr  that  at  least  no  ne* 
closets  he— a-H-owed — tv  be  erected  upon  the  existing  high! 
objectionable,  inconvenient  and  insanitary  principles  of

construction . 

I  have  made  frequent  and  regular  inspep^ion  of  your  whole 
district  during  the  year  and  T  have  brought, Vund or  the  notice  of 
your  Inspector  of  Nuisances  several  instances  of  defective 
sanitary  conditions  and  your  Inspector  has  in  all  cases  carried 


out  my  instructions  and  recommendations  with  energy  and  zeal.
